sloop yacht Alberta, and their experi­ 
ence was almost as thrilling as that of 
the strdnded passengers. More than 
1000 persons greeted the storm-tossed 
party as the sloop sailed into the Inlet 
with the report that all hands were 
safe. 
Not in years havo the inhabit­ 
ants 
of 
Brigantine 
and 
Absecon 
beaches been so wrought Up for the 
safety of a stranded ship’s company, 
and never 
were so many attempts 
made nor perilous chances taken to 
reach a ship in the face of a fierce 
northe-ast Atlantic storm as were ven­ 
tured in tho rescue of the Cherokee'« 
party. 


When the sloop Alberta arrived at 
the scene a small boat was launched 
and several of the crew made the 
perilous trip to the steamer. 
They 
found the passngers and most of the 
crew in a terrible state of anxiety. 
Tho first to leave the steamer were 
the Syrien woman and stewardess, 
and the Syrian’s daughter, who were 
lowered to the little boat by meana 
of rop<?6. Sixteen different trips were 
madfc with tho little boat between the 
steamer and the rescuing yacht. Only 
four or fire were token at a time, and 
aftor nearly two hours of work all but 
the captain end three of his crew were 
safely landed aboard the Alberta. 


Cheering the Rescuers. 


From the shore of Brigantine Beach 
hundreds watched the rescue, while 
away off at the Atlantic City inlet a 
number of men with strong glasses 
kept the anxious crowd there informed 
of the pro&ross oi the rescue. A great 
cheer went up when it waa announced 
that the Alberta, loaded with people, 
was leaving the steamer. 
It did not 
tako the sloop long to make the run 
to the inlet, where the pasaengors and 
crew were congratulated on their safe 
landing. Most of them were in an ex­ 
hausted condition, not having had any 
sleep in 48 hours. Agents of the com­ 
pany took charge of the party, sending 
all the passengers and crew to hotels. 
They were furnished with dry cloth­ 
ing, and physicians prescribed for 
those who suffered most from the ter­ 
rible experience. 


Heartrending Scenea On Steamer. 
All tho passengers told stories of 
their experiences. Among those land­ 
ed was Lieutenant H. M. L. Walker, 
formerly of the United States cruiser 
Yankee, whd was returning to Wash­ 
ington from Puerta Plata, 
He said 
the scenes aboard the steamer were 
heartrending. 
All tho passengers and 
some of the crew, he said, were filled 
with fear. The women prayed and tho 
men paced to and fro, believing that 
the great waves that wore washing 
over tho helpless vessel would tear her 
to pieces. 
All of Saturday night and 
Sunday morning the passengers and 
crew were huddled about a fire In the 
galley. The terrific pounding the ves­ 
sel had received from the waves caus­ 
ed the vessel to strain and leak badly. 
Early Saturday night 10 feet of water 
was in tho steamer, and all fires went 
out with the exception of the one in 
the galley. 
Only the bravest of the 
crew, the lieutenant said, ventured on 
the deck, for the sea was pounding 
the vessel hard, and often the waves 
passed clear over the deck. 
It was a 
trying night, he said, and many of 
those on board gave up hope and 
awaited the worst, 


The names of the other rescued pas­ 
sengers are Joseph Schwartz, Albert 
N. Pierson, Louis A. Train, Walter W. 
Handley, all of New York; Edward 
Lapodde, Elias Amaris, Filipa Amaris, 
Jose Amaris and Anna Amaris, all of 
Ban Domingo. The Amaris family are 
wealthy Syrians, who fled from & town 
in Santo Domingo on account bt the 
revolution there.

During the day Capi&ln Mark Casto, 
who made the sensational rescue of 60 
persons from the steamer, went out to 
the stranded vessel in the sloop yacht 
Sinbad, accompanied by Captain C. M. 
Kessler and a small crew, and brought 
ashore all the baggage of the passen­ 
gers and crew. All the property was 
forwarded to tho owners. 


Public-spirited citizens have started 
to collect a fund for the captain and 
his men. Several hundred dollar« have 
been contributed.

PENNSYLVANIA 


LEGISLATURE 


Harrisburg, Pav Jan. 16.—Tho firat 
»lay’s session of tho Pennsylvania legis­ 
lature, called for the consideration of 
tho reform 
legislation advocated by 
Governor Pennypacker, were confined 
to the usual preliminaries. The gov­ 
ernor’s 
message 
was read in both 
houses. 


Speaker Henry F. Walton stated at 
Ihe close of tho session Of tho house 
that he would be ready to announce his 
Committees when that body reassem­ 
bles for the consideration of general 
business. The speaker, under a resolu­ 
tion adopted, will appoint 10 commit­ 
tees, as follows: 


Appropriations, senatorial apportion­ 
ment. 
representative 
apportionment, 
municipal corporations, judiciary gen­ 
eral, banka, elections, accounts, com­ 
pare bills and counties and townships. 
There will be 30 members on the ap­ 
propriations committee and 25 on each 
of the cither committee«. No important 
changes will be made in tho senate 
committees. 


Bills for tho repeal of the Philadel­ 
phia “ripper.” limiting the authority 
of the mayor over ihe departments of 
public works and public safety, were in­ 
troduced ip the senate by Mr. Scott, of 
Philadelphia, and in the house by Mr. 
Crovt, of Philadelphia, both of which 
gentlemen introduced the original bills 
kt the regular session last winter. 


Mr. White, of Beaver, in the senate, 
Introduced a uniform primary election 
bill to carry out the governor’s idea in 
his call. The White bill provides for the 
holding of uniform primaries by the 
Republican and Democratic* parties on 
the second Tuesdays of January and 
June of each year. Thb primaries ire 
to be held at tho usual polling places, 
between the hours of 7 a. m. and 7 p. 
m., under t!*e direction of the ofllcérs 
iu charge of the general election. 


Bills fixing the salaries of the sacto- 
Jary of the commonwealth at $10,000 
and the insurance commissioners at 
$£000, and aJoollshing the foes of the 
office, which sre now retained by these* 
officiate for their own personal uso, 
were introduced by Mr. Pusey, of Dela­ 
ware, in the house. 


Both parties show á disposition to 
make an effort to push through the 
special legislative program within SO 
days. If there is any conflict at all it 
will most likely be over senatorial ánd 
legislative 
apportionment. 
Governor 
Pennypacker he.«? prepared a senatorial 
apportionment bill which Mr. Roberta, 
of Montgomery, will introduce in the 
senate. A caucus of Democratic sena­ 
tors and rcpresenative3 was held last 
evening, at which it was decided to 
present bills to cover certain legislation 
proposed by the governor in his pro­ 
clamation.

fulness of the shampoo. They saaia- 
tain that it makes the scalp too dry. 
or that it makes the hair •'poor," or 
that dandruif follows the use of soap 
and water. It is a great pity thai this 
notion should be lodged in any rniud. 
for nothing is more certain than that 
the scrupulously clean scalp is the 
healthy one. 


To the question, how often should 


shampooing be done? it may be an- 
swered that it entirely depends ou the 
person and the occupation. 
Persons 


who have to travel to aud fro on the 
cars daily, or who are engaged in uu.*l> 
work, should shampoo much oftener 
than those who are not so exposed: but 
it is a «afe rule to say that if dandruff 
is noticed or falling of the hair, then 
the head should be washed. 
Once ^n 


fortnight in ordinary cases is probably 
enoiish for decency, but once a week 
never hurt any one, if the shampoo is 
properly given. 


Any good simple soap will serve ^or 


this purpose, although the tincture of 
~reen soap which is simply a liquid 
or =oft soap with a little alcohol added, 
is very convenient to use. as it pro- 
duces a fine lather quickly aud easily, 
and the alcohol helps in the cleansing 
process. 
If the scalp seems to be unduly dry 


after the wash it is well to use a very 
little oil, rubbed well into the skin 
round the roots, and not on the hair. 
Vaseline will do, and so will olive oil— 
the idea being not tbat the oil is a 
medicine but a lubricant. 


All scalps are better for an occasional 


massage, and people with thin hair 
nectl the increased circulation which 
results from the massage.—Youth's 
Companion.

The Bullfrog: -Law. 


As a number of inquiries have been re­ 
ceived in regard to the catching of bull 
frogs anil terrapin and the law covering 
the subject is reproduced for the benefit 
of those who do not know of the measure. 
This law was framed by Chas. M. Grimm, 
of West Chester, passed by the Legislature 
and signed by the Governor. The season 
for frogs does not open until July 1st. 
Here is the law in full: 


♦ 


“An act to regulate the catching, taking 
or keeping for sale within this Common­ 
wealth of bullfrogs and terrapin and pro­ 
viding a penalty therefore. 


“Section 1, Be it enacted by the Sen­ 
ate and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gene­ 
ral Assembly met and it is hereby en­ 
acted by the authority of the same, that 
from and alter the passage of this act it 
shall be unlawful to catch, take or kill for 
the purpose of gale any bullfrogs, only 
from first day of July to the first day of 
November, and terrajnn, save only from 
the first day of December to the first day 
of March in each year. 


“Section 2. Any person or persons of­ 
fending against the provisions of this act 
shall be liable to a fine of twenty-fiye dol­ 
lars for each and eyery offense to be sued 
for and recovered before any Alderman 
or Justice of the Peace.

ers and sextons etc., by this board we find 
that a grave must be 7 feet deep from top

Glñ2Ícr Moved 27 Feet in a Year» 
It had long been supposed that no 
true glaciers remain in the Rockies 
south of Wyoming, a supposition now 
known to be incorrect. 
North 
of 
Long’s Park two ice fields have been 
described and referred to as glaciers 
by men whose determinations are en­ 
titled to considerable weight, though 
on tho whole they partake more of 
the nature of neve and are so con­ 
sidered by some geologists. This dif­ 
ference of opinion is entirely excus­ 
able on the ground that the dividing 
line between neve and glacier is in­ 
distinct, “the one passing into the 
other by insensible gradation.” How­ 
ever, explorations carried on in the 
last fire years have brought to light 
an ice stream which is so distinctly 
a glazier as to leave no chance for a 
dispute as to its character. 
It has 
been visited by experienced geologists, 
mapped, photographed, and thorough­ 
ly studied. 


Arapahoe Glazier is about a mile 
long, and is situated amid scenery as 
inspiring as any 
in 
the 
southern 
Rockies. It occupies an amphitheatre 
or glacial cirque upon the east side of 
the Arapahoe Peaks, the peaks and 
their thin, sharp, serrated connecting 
ridgo forming the semicircular rim of 
the oirque, the ridges running east 
ward from the north and south peaks 
forming the walls of the ancient gla­ 
cial valley. 
Tire highest point on the 
rim of the cirque is 13,700 feet above 
sea level. 


No measurements were necessary 
to convince our first exploring party 
that tho ice was moving. To the stu­ 
dent of glacial phenomena the evi­ 
dence on every hand was as easily read 
as a printed page and as convincing 
as a mathematical demonstration but 
it remained to determine the rate of 
movement. 
Consequently, on a later 
visit, we set up instruments on the 
granitic north wall and placed a line 
of zinc tablets across the face of the 
ice. Returning exactly one year later 
we found that the tablets had moved 
in amounts varying from 11.15 feet 
at a point 300 feet from the edge to 
27.7 feet at a point near the centre.— 
Harper’s Magazine. 


The New Waterloo Bridge. 


The re-erection on Waterloo Bridge 
of %the old gas standards made from 
cannon captured from the French re­ 
calls the unique character of the cere­ 
mony at the opening of the bridprc. 
The structure was opened for traffic 
on the second anniversary of tlie bat­ 
tle of 
Waterloo 
(from which 
the 
bridge takes its name), and the cere­ 
mony was performed by the Duke of 
Wellington. 
The 
general was ac­ 
companied by a staff of ofGcers all 
of whom fought on tho field of Water­ 
loo. 
Familiarity has led us in these 
days to overlook the beauties of the 
bridge. 
Canova described it as the 
noblest bridge in the world, and said 
it was worth a journey from Rome to 
see. 
Dupin, the 
celebrated 
French 
engineer, in his “Memoirs,” said it 
was a colossal monument worthy of 
the Ceasars; while on the occasion 
of the visit of the allied sovereigns of 
this country, Alexander I. of Russia, 
pronounced it the finest work of ma­ 
sonry the world had ever seen.—Lon­ 
don Exchange.

A luncheon differs» from a dinner,, 
not in the number of courses, but in 
ilie selection of the dishes served 
at each course. 
Luncheons are, as a 
rule, affairs for ladies, and are com­ 
posed of dishes which may bo easily 
served, and which do not require carv­ 
ing. 
Chops, 
croquettes 
or 
cutlets, 
which at dinner would ^bo served as 
entrees, are main dishes at a lunch­ 
eon. At either a dinner or a luncheon 
you may have for first course shell­ 
fish, then soup, thru a small entree; 
at a luncheon, another small dish or 
entree, while at a dinner a joint or 
roast of some kind is usually served. 
Both would have a salad and a des­ 
sert. The term dinner cannot be used 
correctly for a 
meal 
composed 
of 
small dishes. 


A company breakfast differs very 
little from a company luncheon. You: 
may however, serve fruit first. 
Fol­ 
lowing this, serve an entree, a fish 
cutlet, chicken timbale or fish tim­ 
bale; or you may have sweetbread 
patties 
or 
sweetbread 
cutlets, 
or 
creamed 
sweetbreads. 
Then 
have 
broiled chops or broiled chicken, or,, 
if you have creamed sweetbreads at 
first, have chicken 
croquettes 
aucl 
peas. 
With chips, servo peas and to­ 
mato sauce, mushrooms and tiny po­ 
tato balls. The next course may be a 
salad, mayonnaise of celery or toma­ 
to. or a plain lettuce or mixed salad, 
served with wafers and cheese. Then 
have ice cream and cakes, or char­ 
lotte russe, followed by coIleo.

Greek Bakers Change Fuel, 


At the suggestion of the Princess 
Sophia the ancient custom of baking 
•bread in Greece is being discontinued 
and the ovens are beng remodeled 
on a more modern plan. 
Jn the old 
ovens a fire of branches is kindled in 
the compartiment where the- bread is 
baked and one of ordinary wfood in 
that beneath. 
Whwn the oven is suf­ 
ficiently heated the brushwood and 
cinders are raked out and the bread 
put in in its place. 
The Princess is 
president of the Society for the Pro* 
Lection of Forests, and it is in the 
interest of this society that her royal 
‘highness has labored to substitute 
coke and other fuel for wood. There are 
in Athens alone about 200 bakers' 
ovens, and at least 25 of them have 
already been made over. The bakers 
have been persuaded to this step by 
arguments of economy, 
By the old 
system 80 cents worth of wood was 
required to bake 700 pounds of bread, 
while the necessary amount of coke 
can be purchased for 40 cents. 
The 
bakers pay for the coke about 1 cent 
for 2.82 pounds.

Potatoes and 
Cheese.—Cut 
some- 
boiled potatoes into slices and pre­ 
pare a saucc of one cupful of milk 
thickened with one tablespoonful of 
flour and with two tablcspoonfuls of 
butter added and mix with one cupful 
of grated cheese, a little cayenne, two 
teaspoonfuls oi mustard. Line a dish 
with croutons, arrange around them 
a close row of the potato slices, and 
cover with the sauce; repeat in alter­ 
nate layers, covering the whole with 
sauce; sprinkle lightly 
with 
grated 
cheese and very brown croutons, and 
bake in the oven for about twenty 
minutes. 


Round Scones.—One pound of flour* 
two ounces of butter-, one ounce or a 
rounding tablespoonful of sugar, a 
quarter of an ounce of bicarbonate of 
soda, half an dunce of cream of tartar 
and half a pint of sweet milk. 
Mix 
the dry ingredients on a sheet of 
paper and pass through a sieve into a 
basin. 
Rub in ilie butter smoothly. 
Divide this dough into three pieces, 
making each piece very smooth on 
top and the sizi* of a dinner plate. 
Glaze with the yolk of an egg mixed 
with a spoonful of milk and a very 
little sugar. Cook in a quick oven f'':* 
ten minutes. 


Crystallized 
Rice 
Balls.—Butter 
well the inside of a saucepan, prefer­ 
ably a granite one, and pour into it 
one cupful of cream and three cup­ 
fuls of sugar; boil until it will “wax” 
when dropped in cold water; then re­ 
move from the fire and pour into a 
bowl set in ice water, and beat until 
cold, light and creamy. 
Have ready 
some boiled rice—and it pays always 
to buy the best rice—form into balls 
by mixing an unbeaten egg with it, 
and dip each one into the sugar mix­ 
ture. 
Set aside on a buttered dish, 
and serve ice-cold plain, or with hot 
chocolate sauce. 


Apple Rings,—These make a nice 
dish for breakfast, and are sure to 
be appreciated. They are quickly and 
easily prepared. Peel some large and 
rather tart apples, remove the cores, 
cut them into slices across about a 
quarter of an inch thick, so as to 
make “rings.” Lay these in very cold 
water for ten minutes, take them out. 
drain lightly, dip in fine sugar, and 
then fry a few at a time in enough 
smoking hot fat to float them. When 
done, which will take only a minute 
/or two, take up, drain from fat on 
paper. 
Pile up on a very hot dish, 
dust a little sugar over and serve. 


Kidneys,—Fry half of a small onion 
in half a tablespoonful of butter for 
a few minutes. Then add half a table- 
spoonful of flour, and finally three- 
quarters of a cup of boiling water. As 
soon as this thickens stir in half a 
small teaspoonful of 
mustard, 
the 
same quantity of chili vinegar and 
half a teaspoonful of chutney. Strain 
the sauce and keep hot until required. 
Skin some kidneys, split them in the 
usual way and take out the cores. Dip 
into warm butter and dust with flour 
which has been seasoned with salt, 
pepper and a little curry powder. Fry 
the kidneys in hot butter, first on one 
side and then on the other. Reniove 
from the pan directly they are done 
and place each on a square of butter­ 
ed toast. Fill the middle of the kid-* 
neys with the prepared sauce. Serve 
with these rice croquetes, made as 
follows: Boil half a teacupful of rice 
in one cup of milk and one cup of 
water until the 
kernels 
are 
thor­ 
oughly swelled and soft. 
While still 
hot add a piece of butter the size 
of a w alnut half a teaspoonful sugar, 
one egg well beaten and the juice ^md 
grated rind of half 
a 
lemon. 
Mix 
thoroughly together and set aside |to 
cool. 
Form into 
small 
croquettj 
Dip in egg and breadcrumbs and 
jn smoking hot fat.

The Palmetto State. 


The origin of the State arms of 
South Carolina is thus given in the 
histories: 
“On June 2S, 1776, a force 
of less than one hundred Carolinians, 
tinder command of Moultrie, protected 
by the rude fortification on Sullivan’s 
Island, in Charleston harbor, made of 
the trunks of the Palmetto, repulsed 
the attack of 
a British fleet, under 
command of Sir Peter Parker, and 
when the State of South Carolina was 
organized, the State seal, which was 
first used in May, 1777, was made to 
commemorate this victory. 
A Palm 
tree, growing erect, on the seashore, 
represents the strength of the fort, 
while at its base an Oak tree, torn 
from the ground and deprived of its 
branches, recalls the British fleet built 
of Oak timber, overcome by the Pal­ 
metto.” 


a sharp knife cut a piece out of it that 
is about five and one-half inches long, 
and wider at the bottom than at the 
top, say, one and five-eighth inches 
and one and 
one-quarter inches, re­ 
spectively. 


Now cut two slits down the middle, 
about three-eighths of an inch apart 
and about three inches long. 
Begin 
near the narrow end, so as to have 
room at the wider end for a 
small 
square hole, not less than one-quarter 
inch square. 


Next, out of the scraps of leather 
that you have left 
cut 
two 
small 
pieces, each about an inch long and 
five-eighths of an inch wide, and make 
a small hole in the middle of each. 


Now take an eleven-inch length of 
stout linen cord and pass it back un­ 
der the three-inch strip in the large 
piece of leather, and make the two 
ends equal in length. Now draw both 
ends through the square hole, then 
pass one end through the hole in the 
center of one small leather piece and 
the other end through the hole in the 
other piece, and knot them securely. 


Now the puzzle: 
Who can get the 
linen cord, with the small pieces of 
leather at its ends, off the large piece 
of leather, without either cutting or 
untying it? 


Solution—Pull the tliree-inch strip 
through the square hole till you have 
a loop large enougli to slip one of the 
leather pieces through it. 
This, you 
see, will release the string, and you 
can triumphantly pull it free from the 
large piece of leather. 


What Is Blue Blood? 


The term “blue blood” is used, as 
you all know, to signify high aristo­ 
cratic descent, but as blood is red, 
why should it be called blue? 
The 
notion comes from Spain, where the 
families that trace their pedigree be­ 
yond the time of the Moorish »con­ 
quest claim that their blood is blue, 
while that of common people is black. 
It is likely that the conceit originated 
during the occupancy of Spain by the 
Moors. 
The blue veins of the Span­ 
iards could be seen by reason of their 
fairer complexion, but those of the 
Moors could not.

The Oriole’s Nest. 


The oriole has been said to be one 
of the best architects in the world. 
At any rate, from a bird’s point of 
view this is undoubtedly true, as there

intelligence. 
The Baltimore oriole is the most com­ 
mon in our locality, arriving here each 
spring from its winter quarters, in 
Central America, about the first of 
May. 


When the orchards are white with 
fragrant blossoms his rich, high notes 
announce the male bird’s presence, as 
he arrives in full plumage a little be­ 
fore the female birds, that follow' in 
flocks soon after. The male bird has 
also been named the golden robin and 
fire bird, from his striking and bril­ 
liant colors. 
His spirited, high whis­ 
tled song cannot be mistaken, and is 
only subdued when he has mated and 
family cares begin to occupy his time. 


The lady oriole is not so much in 
evidence and is more easily overlook­ 
ed, as she is more modest in her plain, 
olive green dress, harmonizing with 
the soft green foliage, but to her are 
given the honor and the pleasure of 
building the home, which gracefully 
swings 
suspended

branch of some tall tree, while her 
more gorgeous and noisy partner helps 
to gather the necessary materials for 
the nest. Wonderful skill is exhibited 
in weaving the exquisite, pouchlike 
nest, which is strongly constructed in 
such a manner as not to be shaken 
from its moorings, even during a se­ 
vere storm, and so tightly woven that 
the rain cannot penetrate its thick 
walls.

Morals and the Drama.

T may be argued by the average thinker, or non-thinker, that in­ 
asmuch as virture is nearly always triumphant on the stage, it 
may bo an excellent lesson to tho young mind to show how vice 
is punished. 


And yet the police authorities will tell you that crlmo is 
always most rampant, most flourishing, when tho newspapers 
aro full of accounts of crime and its punishment; this is be­ 
cause tho idea of crime, once taken into tho human mind, becomes p&rt of 
tho consciousness and generates and breeds after its kind in the mind which 
is prepared for, or has tendency to, crime. 
Lombroso and other alienists 
have written extensively on this subject. 


I 
In other words, the idea of crime, the mental picture, whether it be taken 
into the consciousness from tho stage or created in the imagination by its 
appearance in a newspaper, acts as a mental suggestion, giving rlso to crim­ 
inal impluse, and has an auto-hypnotic eftcct on tho individual who witnesses 
the crime or reads about it.

ters of far greater import than they are, and 1 fully believe that when these 
subtle facts are brought to light and are more generally understood vice on 
the stage will either be completely shorn of ils gilding, its glitter and its at­ 
tractiveness, or it will be eliminated altogether.—The Reader

HEJ only apology for war is justice, which is the chief end of or­ 
ganized society and for the establishment of which, as a way 
of peace among nations, the friends of peace are working. 


When men and nations, compact of reason and passion alter­ 
nately swaying them, resolve upon war they have a fashion of 
saying that war is inevitable. 
This raises a question whether 
a man is essentially and necessarily a warlike animal, 
those 
who make war their business arc compelled to argue that we must kill men 
in order to civilize them. 
t 
. 


This is their stock argument. 
If the argument is valid, the only civilized 
men are dead men. 
But the instincts of the apologists of war contradict and 
disprove their reasonings. 
For they, like all of us, heartily rejoice whenever 
war is ended by peace. 
They, like all of <us, instinctive!} l'cel that war is a 


positive evil and peace is a positive good. 


The truth is therefore with us, and in advancing the cause of arbitration 
we must dispel the glamour of war which has clouded our reason, 
and 
we 
must overcome the delusive reasonings of its advocates, who argue in tho first 
place that wars are inevitable because men are radically savage and uneivillz- 
able and in the next place argue that wars are inevitable because it is neces­ 
sary to kill men in order to civilize them. 


The reports from Algeciras, Paris, London and Berlin, however, warn us 
that the peace of the world may be broken. 
Just now resembles the lulls be^ 
fore the storms of 1S70, of 1888 and of 1903. 
Out of a clear sky the bolt may 
fall. Are we, the friends of peace, equal to the duty that is imposed upon u3. 
Are we not in duty bound just now to arouse the conscience of the world be­ 
fore that bolt can fall so that war may be made impossible between any two 
contending adversaries?

Today hundreds of delightful, and absurdly inexpensive, cot­ 
tages line their shores. 
In them, during a full six months of the year, live the 


families of the small town business men round about.

And these little lakes have in no sense uecomo 
resorts, rathei they con­ 
stitute the raison d’etre for numberless sylvan communities, and thus has tne 
trolley given the country estate, on a small scale, to the man whose income 
ranges from $800 to $1,500 a year. 


That the trollevs of the Middle W est have made theatregoers of the farm­ 
ers was stated to me with the greatest frankness last summer by Mr. James 
a 
Bailev proprietor of the Barnum & Bailey ciicus. 
"Ten years ago this country,” said Mr. Bailey, “was tho richest circus 
countrv in the United States. 
It still is. for that matter, yet circus receipts 
have fallen off appreciably here in the past seven years. I blame the innumer­ 
able trolley systems you have in this section for it. 
They have placed tho 
farmer in easy touch with the towns and this has resulted in their paying 
fairlv frequent visits to the town theatres. 
The familiarity- with professional 
entertainm ents has served to lessen their interest in the circus, which, ten 
y e a r s ago^ offered them the only entertainment it was possible for them to 
*njoy.—The World Today.
